The formal signing of documents whereby 
the title passes to the United States took 
W. A. Day and Charles W. Russell, as- 
sistant United States attorneys general, who 
| have charge of the negotiations, tonight gave 
out for publication a brief

‘Transfer Officially Announced. 
The official statement says: 
“The papers transferring the rights and 
property by the new Panama Canal company 
to the United States have already been exe- 


cuted and delivered. They will bé ratified to- 


morrow afternoon by the steckholders’ meet - 


veyance and provisions for deeds and resig- 
nation in the republic of Panama and fn the 
canal zone now under the jurisdiction of the 
United States, in which zone the civil law 
comtinues in force by reason of the cession of 
the zone from a civil law sovereignty. All 
formalities of the local law on the isthmu: 
have been arranged for and secured to the 
United States. 
“The property will shortly be delivered on 
the isthmus, and upon being done the pur- 
chase pricé will be immediately paid. 

“The full text of the ‘principal documents 
will be made public tomorrow night. 

‘The United States gets an unincumbered 
title.” 

Main Figures in the Deal. — 

The main figures in the transfer ‘have been 
Messrs. Bo and Richmond for the company. 
Messrs. Day and Russell for the United 
States, and Consuls General John K. Gowdy 
and Roberto Lewis for the United States and 
Panama respectively, the two consular rep- 
resentatives joining in affixing the seals and 
attesting the signatures. |

As a matter of fact, however, when the 
meeting takes place tomorrow President Bo 
will announce that the sale has been com- 
pleted, and instead of asking for authority 
to execute a future contract it will only re- 
main to ratify the contract of sale which the 
officers of the company have already formal- 
ly completed. 
It is confidently believed that the comple- 
tion of the sale before the meeting will in- 
crease the vote for ratification, as it will be 
recognized that nothing more remains but 
to acquiesce in the action taken by the high- 
est officers of the company.

| The “ car barn bandits " were hanged yes- 
iterday morning in the county jail between 10 
and noon, Thespecific case on which

"90, 19038. Peter Neidermeier was the first to 

face the gallows, Gustav Marx was second, 


Harvey Van Dine was last. Neidermeter, 
‘weak from fright, was carried to the scaf- 


‘fold. His companions, both professing Chris- 
tlanity, died praying for forgiveness. 

The hanging took place in the north corri- 
for of the jail, on the first floor. The officials 
tin charge were Sheriff Thomas E. Barrett, 
thie chief deputy, Charles W. Peters, and 
‘Jailer John Whitman. There were nearly 
witnesses, including jail officials and phy~ 
Neidermeier’s Courage Ebbs. 

» The death warrants were read to each of 
the condemned men between 10:15 and 10:30 
Before starting for the gallows 
;Neidermeier said he “ would die as he had 
lived—an atheist.’ 

“Till die game,”’ he added. “I don’t need 
jany priest to help me die.

Then Neidermeier arose from his cot, but 
his courage forsook him. His face paled 
and his knees shook. The guards, believing 
he was about to faint, seized him.

Believes Jails Are Unfit for Custody of 
Condemned Prisoners and Will 
Unite Colleagues in State in Effort 
to Have All Work Done at Peniten- 
‘Uary—May Ask Substitution of the 
Electric Chair im Place of the 
Gallows. 


The almost successful attempt of Peter 
Neidermeier, the car barn bandit, to cheat the 
gallows, in spite of the closest watch which 
the facilities. of the county jail permitted, 
has resulted in a determined movement to 
have all hangings in Illinois take place at 
the state’s prison in Joliet. 

Sheriff Barrett. Chief Deputy Charles 
Peters, and Jailer John L. Whitman have. 
undertaken to unite all of the sheriffs of the 
State in an effort to have the law changed at 
the next Session of the legislature. Prelimi- 
nary inquiry, made before the bandit’s at- 
tempt at suicide, gave the Cook county men 
an almost unanswerable argument, and con- 
vinced Barrett that only leaders with deti- 
nite plans were needed to bring all of the 
sheriffs into line. 


May Ask for Electric Chair. 


‘With the change in the place of hangings 
may also be asked the institution of the elec- 
tric chair instead of the gallows. This is 
only a secondary consideration at the pres- 
ent time. What is wanted at first is to re- 
lieve sheriffs of the custody of condemned 
men, whom they are required to house in 
county jails, where the facilities 
for them are inadequate. 
4 . AS soon as thé car barn bandits were 

hanged the sheriff planned to send to his col- 
leagues throughout the state letters advanc- 
ing the reasons why the law should be 
changed, and inviting them to arrange a 
general conference, at which a plan of cam- 
paign may be formulated. — 


Sheriff Barrett Is Convinced.

With eight condemned men in 
the jail at one time, it was only the best of 
good fortune, combined with a close watch 
by Jailer Whitman and his men, that pre- 
vented accidents. The jail is intended for 
the housing of minor prisoners under sen- | 
tence, and others awaiting the processes of 
the law, and therefore severe rules of dis- 
cipline or in the control of visitors are not 
"While these 
was no opportunity to segregate them com- 
pletely and humanely. _There was no part 
the jail which might be set apart for their es-* 
pecial use. Visitors were in the jail almost. 
daily. We could not bar them. The oppor- 
tunities for smuggling in instruments, either 
for escape or suicide, in spite of the best 
Mr. Whitman could do, must have been fre- 
quent. The smuggling of the saws to Roeski 
was an instance. I believe it is to our credit 
that Neidermeier was unable to secure any- 
thing more deadly than a lead pencil and a 
handful of matches with which to attempt | 
his life.’’ 


Repeal of Fee Removes Incentive. 

The repeal, years ago, of the law which 
gave a fee of $500 for each execution, iv ig 
believed, takes away the last incentive which 
might induce a sheriff to claim the right to 
hang prisoners. 

** Aside from the practical arguments in 
the case,’’ said Jailer Whitman, ‘‘ there are 
other arguments, perhaps sentimental, but 
still worthy of consideration. The sheriffs in 
the smaller counties and the jailer in Cook 
county are obliged to meet and mingle daily 
with their charges. It does not make the 
work any pleasanter to know that the man 
you have met for the first time as your 
charge, and who, perhaps through good be- 
havior, has coramended himself to you, must 
be put to death ¢ither at your command or 
with your assistance, The hanging of a pris- 
oner within the jail, where the sounds can be 
heard by all, does not tend to bettering the 
other prisoners.”’

California Inventor Has One That Will 
Execute a Man and Then Permit His 
Being Cut Down and Revived. 


To the realistic stage locomotive that

been added the stage “ hanging machine” 
that doesn’t really hang. And its proud. 
Californian inventor has submitted the mock 
gallows to George Ade for use in his next. 
éomic opera. 

*“T must hurry and get the Chicago rights 
on the device,’ said Mr. Ade yesterday on 
receiving the offer, ‘“‘so that I can be the 
first to introduce a real hanging scene into 
light opera. What we seem to need in our 
musical pieces nowadays is more of the light 
and truly comic.” 

Mr. Ade admitted, however, that the new 
“sensation would be a corking good one for 
a melodrama.” The same opinion was en- 
thusiastically advanced by John J. Duffle 
of Los Angeles, Cal., to whose brain the in- 
vention is due. .. 

‘The public would be astounded,”’ wrote 
Mr. Duffie, “to see a villain really hung on 
the stage, or a hero suspended from a gal- 
lows apparently exactly like the real article.

REFUSES “FAVORS.” 


Declares if Ordinance Works Hardships 
It Must Be Amended Instead of Al-; 


lowing Individual Exemptions, as 
Has Been the Custom—Sans Souci 
Park Permits Are Denied—Issue of 
$5,000,000 Bonds to Take Up Judg- 
ments Is Postponed.

To convict the gamblers the postoffice au- 
thorities, it is stated, will have to have evi- 
dence either that the winter book literature 
contains a promise that those who patronize 
these betting associations will suffer -no 
loss, or that the money placed in the hands of 
these ¢oncerns is pooled. 
| Wait Only for Evidence. 

It is not the policy of the department, offi- 


cials explain, to take the initiative in such | 


matters, but sufficient evidence insures 
prompt action. Inspector Stuart has taken 
no action against O’Leary, it is stated, be- 
cause he has been waiting for a ruling on the 
ease. If the case justifies such action the 
Washington department will exclude from 
the mails all letters, pamphlets, and circulars 
advertising these bookmaking schemes. 

It was said yesterday that O’Leary’s entry 
list, though declared spurious by the Wash- 
ington park officials, was approximately cor- 
rect. One of the stockholders of the Smith, 
Perry & White company charged that O’Lea- 
ry’s list had been stolen from the printers.

THE CAMPAIGN FOR THE “CHARTER 

Every Chicago club and organization has’ 
been invited to a conference to be held next 
month to map out a plan of campaign to se- 
cure the ratification of the charter amend- 
ment next November. To acconiplish that 
it will be necessary to persuade about 
700,000 Tilindisans to vote “yes” on the 
amendment. 

In 1896 a constitutional FE was 
submitted. There were cast for it 163,057 
votes and. against it 66,519, but 634,070 
yoters did not mark their ballots one way 
or the other, and the propositiom was de- 
feated. The total vote of Illinois four years 
ago was 1,131,894, of which 400,840 was in 
Cook county. It would have required that 
year 565,948 votes to ratify an amendment. 
Cook county alone, had it been unanimous in 
the ‘affirmative, could not have ratified it. 
This year, in all probability, over 1,300,000 
yotes will be cast, and the charter amend- 
ment must get a majority of them to go 
through. A solid vote in Cook county will 
not suffice, nor can such a vote be expected. 
There are Chicago voters who are so densely 
ignorant that they will do no more than put 
an “XX” mark in the circle at the top of 
the party column. 7 

Of the 800,000 country elbetors, 400,000 
ought to be persuaded to mark their ballots 
“for the charter amendment. If that can be 
done the city will be freed from the shackles. 
of a governmental system it has outgrown. 


SANTO DOMINGO WARNED. 

The Hague tribunal decided that England, 
Germany, and Italy were entitled to pref- 
erence in the payment of their Venezuelan 
claims, because they had been put to special 
trouble and expense. They had had tosend 
warships to the Caribbean sea to enforce | 
their claims. The United: States did not 
admit the justice of the contention of the 
three powers and argued against it before 
the arbitra but to no avail. It sub- . 
mitted to the decision, which may be re- 
garded as the law in future similar cases, but 
it is resolved that the number of cases where 
Buropean nations, by the use of force, get 
a preference for the ms of their citizens 
against the repub on this side of the 
Atlantic over those of American citizens 
shall be as small as possible. 

There are American citizens who have 
claims against the Dominican government. 
Citizens of some European nations are equal- 
ly unfortunate. That government is so busy 

putting down revolutions that it does not 
pay debts. This explains why the - 
can minister has notified the Dominican 
president that in the event of any foreign 
power attempting to force a settlement of 
the’ claims of its citizens so'as to secure a 
preference for them he—the minister—will 
take immediate charge of all the custom 
houses, place a military guard in each of 
‘them, and protect them in the interest of 
American creditors. Then there will be no 
custom houses. for European powers -to 
seize, and it will be impossible for them-to 
act as.some of them did in Venezuela.

If my readers will 
refer to the current issue of the “ Almanach 
de Gotha” they will find that instead of 
Miss Mary Lee of New York being createda 
princess in her own.right, at the time of her 
marriage to Prince Frederick of Schleswig- 
Holstein, it was upon the latter that the 
title of prince of Noer was conferred by the 
emperor of Austria, Frederick having sur- 
rendered his status as a prince of Schleswig- 
Holstein, and descended to the rank of an 
ordinary nobleman as Prince’ Noer in order 
to be able to wed Miss Mary Lee on a foot- 
ing of equality instead of morganatically 
as he would have been obliged to do had he 
retained his prerogatives as a full fledged 


Miss Mary Lee therefore only became a 
princess of Noer through her marriage to 
the prince of Noer, a title which is of pe- 
culiar interest owing to the fact that Noer 
is in Schleswig, and that the dignity was 
conferred by Francis Joseph upon Prince 
Frederick during the brief period of eighteen 
or twenty months that the duchy of Schles- 
wig was subject to Austrian rule Bg sil to its | 
into the kingdom of Prussia.

The full name. of Lady Constance’s hus- 
band is Sir Edward Stewart-Richardson, 
and should her elder sister, the countess of 
Cromartie, married to Maj. Blunt five years 
ago, die childless, Lady Constance would 
succeed to the Cromartie earldom and es- 
tates, and any son which she might have 
would bear during his mother’s lifetime her 
minor title of Viscount Tarbat, while on 
her death he would become ear! of Cromartie, 
his father’s ancient baronetcy becoming 
merged in his own earldom. 

The earldom of Cromartie, originally cre- 
ated by Queen Ann in favor of Sir George 
MacKenzie, was revived by the late Queen 
Victoria some forty years ago in favor of 
Ann, 
MacKenzie, and mother of the present duke 
of Sutherland. It was revived with a special 
remainder to the second son of the late 
duchess, who on his mother’s death became 
earl of Cromartie, some time before his | 
elder brother succeeded to their father’s 
dukedom of Sutherland. Dying eleven years 
ago, Lord Cromartie left his earldom to the 
eldest of his two girls, the present countess 
of Cromartie. There arelarge and valuable 
estates that go with the earldom.

The last public rehearsal but one of the 
present season of the Chicago orchestra at~- 
tracted to the Auditorium yesterday after- 
noon an audience of what has come to be reg- 
ulation large size. The program was head- 
ed by a novelty—a symphonic poem by the 
unfortunate young composer, Hugo Wolf, 
whose recent death in an Austrian mad 
house came as a relief from years of mental 
darkness, but which also robbed music of a 
talent which in many ways was one of the 
most strongly individual the divine art has 
recently possessed. The tonal poem is over 
twenty years old, but it has not before had 
performance here. The death of its com- 
poser seemed to have been necessary to 
awaken Europe to the value of his writings, 
and to secure them hearing. 

Mr. Thomas, always the foremost in this 
country to bring forward novelties, gave yes- 
terday what is believed to have been the first 
presentation the symphonic poem, “ Pen- 
thesilea,”” has had this side of the Atlantic. 
It proved a composition of striking interest, 
being, in fact, one of the most picturesque 
pieces of descriptive symphonic music the 
orchestral literature contains. It equals in 
this respect the highest achievements of 
Strauss. The first and the last sections, de- 
scriptive of the turmoil and excitement of 
battle, are truly superb pieces of tonal paint- 
ing, all the rush, the color. and glitter of an- 
‘tique war being wonderfully suggested. 
Kleist’s tragedy of the Amazonic queen, Pen- 
thesilea, who, fighting before Troy, coveted 
the love of. Achilles,, served as inspiration 
for the composition, and while only the char- 
acter of the queen and her daring, her yearn- 
ing, and her death are portrayed, the stir and 
stress of battle are pictured as being cOdn- 
stantly about her. 

Only in the second section of the work is a 
quieter; more purely lyric episode introduced. 
It tells of Penthesilea asleep on. the field of 
battle, and dreaming of Achilles and the fri- 
umph of her love. It isa piece of orchestral 
writing of marked beauty, full of sensuous 
color and of passionate emotion. The entire 
composition is orchestrally the work of a 
master—one who knew his material thor- 
édughly, and who, while daring when desira- 
ble to write boldly, harshly, and stressfully, 
was at the same time not insensible to the 
potency of the euphonious and the beautiful. 
The thematic content impressed on this first 
hearing as inferior to the orchestral skill 
displayed, but familiarity with the score may 
show this to have been buta firstimpression. 
} Certain it is that the work is of exceptiona) 
interest, and it is believed could easily win 
enduring popularity were opportunity for 
frequent hearing afforded. Mr. Thomas 
read the novelty with even more enthusiasm 
than is usual with him, and his men gave a 
performance of the intricate score in all re- 
spects excellent. | 

The soloist of the afternoon was the violin-. 
ist, Miss Maud Powell. She played the Bee- 
thoven Concerto, a number usually not 
heard with pleasure from a woman. Yester- 
day, however, no indulgence had to be asked 
because ofthe sex ofthe player. Miss Powell 
draws a bow as steady and true as does any 
one of her masculine colleagues, and her good 
left hand has all the swiftness, all the sure- 
ty, and all the technical cunning that any one 
of theirs can display. And mentally her 
grasp of the musical and emotional contents 
of the mighty work impressed as just asclear, 
just as powerful as the most persistent stick- 
ler for virility in Beethoven interpretatiom 
could ask. It was a performance in all ways 
satisfying, technicaly, musically, and inter- 
préfatively, and coming from a woman it 
wag unique. The audience was genuinely en- 
thusiastic, and an encore—a short work in 
sustained style for violin alone and of rare 
beauty—was given in truly masterly fashion.

New York. He admitted that he had never 
asked the district attorney for his report, 


personally or otherwise. % 
The New York congressman was inclined to” 


be severe in his criticism of the attorney gen- 
eral. He declared: 


“The attorney general has been brooding - 


over that evidence like an old hen on a door- 
knob for eighteen months. He has not acted 
in any way and won't let anybody take it 
away from him.” 


Wants Evidence Made Public. 


“What I want,” concluded Mr. Hearst, 
“is to have this evidence come before con- 


gress, and if the attornéy general does not. 


report it—as I am sure he Won't, as he has 
refused to do anything of the kind—I then 
wish, or hope, that a committee of seven 
representatives. will be appointed with power 
to take the evidence.

such a country. as Spain. The glimpses of 
village life are interesting and the book is 


_ frequently and sometimes unintentionally 


amusing. ‘The author’s style may be illus- 
trated by the following bit from the account 
of the gallery in.the Prado at Madrid: “I 
am bound to say that the pictures by Velas- 
quez struck me as being great.

On the whole the book is a pleasant one, 
and while it. conveys nothing not already 
known to Americans, it still serves to show 
that an English gentleman can write a book 
on this country with fairness and a sense 
of proportion. There are many illustrations 
by the author. 


Commercial Geography. 

The importance which the study of commerce 
ig assuming in our high schools and colleges is 
shown by the constantly increasing number of 
excellent text books on that subject which are 
being published. The latest is ‘' Commercial 
Geography,’’ by Jacques W. Redway (Charles 
Scribner’s Sons). It is a book thoroughly in 
keeping with the spirit of the age, and one as 
different from the text books of the past as are 
the trade systems of today and-thirty years ago. 
Such a book and such a course of instruction 
is enough to make the blood of the future mer- 
chant tingle with delightful expectation. There 
are scores of halftone pictures showing com- 
merce, trade, and mahufactures in their most 
modern aspects. There are dozens of maps and 
diagrams showing trade routes, and the changes 
which politics, discovery, competition, engineer- 
ing, and science have brought about.

‘that I did not read all of the second volume, 
particularly that part devoted to synthetic 
philosophy.: I may as well confess at once 
that’ there is much of Herbert Spencer that is 
stiff. reading for me, but there is much that 
is easy reading, and nothing could be easier 
reading, for the merest layman than this 
autobiography. 

The youth of Herbert Spencer was. not 
different from that of other intelligent 
youths. He studied and observed and réad 
books and worked in his father’s laboratory. 
At the age of 23 he went to London to go into 


journalism, but it was before he took any 


regular position that he published, in pam- 
phlet form, a series of letters to The Non- 
conformist on “‘ The Proper Sphere of Gov- 
ernment.” At this time Spencer wag reading 
Carlyle with a certain amount of eagerness. 
He read “ Sartor Resartus.”” The “ fresh- 
ness of its presentation and wonderful vigor 
of its style” attracted him, but he is not 
aware that it made any change in his views 
of life. At about this time he fell in with 
Emerson and then wrote to his friend Lott 
that here and there he met “ with passages 
that I was much pleased with, but as a whole 
4s is too mystical to please me.” But he 


greatly admired the spirit of the man, though 


he could not agree with many of his most 


prominent ideas. Subsequent reading of 


other collections of his lectures and ad- 
dresses, less mystical in their characters, 
raised his estimate of Emerson, 


Curiously enough, he was a great admirer 
of Shelley. Of “ Prometheus Unbound ” he 
says: “It is the only poem over which I 
have ever become enthusiastic.” This he 
believes was due to the fact that it satisfied 
one of his organic needs—variety. He dis- 
‘Hkea ballads, and as he grew older this dis- 
like grew “ into a disgust which rose almost 


to exasperation.”

For a man whose life was deyoted to 
science, Spencer seemed to have a specially 
keen enjoyment of the social side of life, and 
in his earlier days went. much to clubs and 

receptions and to dinner parties. The lat- 
ter he thinks a capital recreation for a 
scientific or otherwise studious man. At 
an evening party in the Strand, given by 
Mr. (afterwards Dr.) Chapman, he met Miss 
Eliza Lynn, afterwards Mrs. Lynn-Linton; 
Mr. Froude, who had “ recently published 
with Chapman his ‘ Nemesis of Faith,’ and 
then’ bore on his melancholy face the im- 
press of that book”; and Horace Greeley, 
editor of the New York Tribune, “at that 
time a man of much influence.”” It was at 
one of these receptions, in the spring of 
1850, that he first met Mr. G. H. Lewes. 
They happened to leave the house at the 
same time, and, discovering that they were 
going in the same direction they walked to- 
gether and talked. One of their topics was 
the ‘“‘ development hypothesis,’’ and Spen- 
cer remembers surprising Mr. Lewes by 
**rejecting the interpretation set forth in 
‘Vestiges of the Natural History of 
From this walk dated an ac- 
quaintance which a year later was renewed 
and presently became an intimacy. 

As a companion, he tells us Lewes was 
“extremely attractive. Interested in, and 
well informed upon, a variety of subjects; 
full of various anecdote, and an admirable 
mimic; it was impossible to be dull in his 
company.” Spencer knew nothing in those 
days of his new friend’s domestid life, or, 
indeed, “of anything concerning him be- 
yond that which our conversations disclosed. 
But alike then and afterwards, I was im- 
pressed by his forgiving temper and his gen- 
erosity. Whatever else may be thought, it 
is undeniable that he discharged the re- 
sponsibilities which devolved upon him with 
great conscientiousness, and at much cost 
in self-sacrifice, notwithstanding circum- 
stances which many men would have made 
a plea for repudiating them.’’ 


One sequence of Spencer’s intimacy with 
Lewes was that he made the acquaintance 
of Carlyle, to whose house the former took 
him toward the close of October, 1850. In 
a letter to Lott he says of this evening: 

I spent an evening at Carlyle’s some fortnight . 
since. He is a queer creature; and I should soon 


| be terribly bored with him were I long in his com- 


pany. His talk is little else than a continued 
tirade against the ‘horrible, abominable state 
of things.’’ He was bitter against the exhibition, 
amongst other things, and was wroth at the ex- 
posure to the public of such disgusting brutes as 
the monkeys at the zodlogical gardens. He talks 
much as he writes, piling epithet upon epithet, 
and always the strongest he can find. You would 
hardly. recognize him by the likeness you have. 
He has much color in hie cheeks, while your 
portrait suggests pallor. He is evidently fond of a 
laugh; and laughs heartily. But his.-perpetual 
grumbling at everything and everybody is so pro- 
voking, and it is so useless to reason with him, that 
I.do not want to see much of him. I shall prob- 
ably call to look at him two or three times a year. 
His wife ts intelligent, but quite warped by him, 
And for your wife's information I may state that 
there are no “ little Carlyles.”’ 

Three visits were all that Bpencer ever 
made upon Carlyle. He found that he must

The serious losses at Baltimore, Rechester, 
and Toronto, together with the dangerous 
tendencies noted in other cities, and the lack 
of fire protection in many places, have con- 
vinced underwriters thatan advance in rates 
is necessary in conflagration digtricts. Some 
of the western members desired a 20 per 
cent flat advance in rates put immediately 
on all property in the fire zone of the larger 


panies needed immediate funds to recover 
the heavy. losses of the last few months. 

The company officials, led by President W. 
N. Kremer of the German-American, opposed 

y “pink slip” flat advance, contending 

at such a method should be avoided 
wherever possible. 
that temporary relief was not so much 
needed as a set of schedules that once for all 
would provide for the conflagration ele- 
ment. In order to defend the advance in 
rates in the fire zone it was held that data 
must be secured concerning the status of 
the fire departments, building conditions, 
and the general hazard jn the cities. The 
officials stated that some cities might not re- 
quire any advance and others might merit 
a greater increase tham 20 per cent. 

President Kremer’s motion finally pre- 
vailed to the effect that the governing com- 
mittee at once have schedules constructed 
to be used in the cities for the purpose of 
application in the congested areas based on 
the fire fighting facilities, construction, and 
general conditions that enter into the ele- 
ment of conflagration. This work will be 
taken up at once, and it is expected that 
fhe union will soon be in a position to have 
a set of inspectors visit the .“* excepted 
cities ” and others to secure the data to be 
used in the application of the 
hazard schedules. 

‘The unien decided to resume jurisdiction 
over Nebraska. on all points save commis- 
sions.
